Report from London — Plague in Gape Town. 

London, England, June 29, 1901. 

SiE : I have the honor to report that the health of the United King- 
dom remains satisfactory, although there was a slight increase in the 
death rate of London and England generally for the week ended June 
22. During the same period there were 2 deaths from smallpox, 1 in 
Liverpool and 1 in Glasgow. 

For the week ended June 22, there were 21 cases of plague reported 
in Cape Town, as against 16 for the previous week. The total number 
«f cases since the beginning of the outbreak is 735 cases, with 354 deaths. 
For the same week there were in Egypt 23 fresh cases of plague, with 7 
deaths ; 20 of these cases occurred in Zagazig, 2 at Miniet, and 1 at 
Alexandria. 

For the week ended June 20, there were 2 cases of plague reported 
from Mauritius with 1 death. 

During the past week there have been repeated newspaper rumorsjof 
plague having again appeared at Oporto, but I am unable to confirm 
this ofl&cially.
